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1 . The amendments to the specification and claims filed May 4, 2005 are in improper 
format under 37 CFR 1.121. In all except one of the paragraphs of the specification being 
amended, quotation marks have been inserted around the paragraphs, but the insertions have not 
been marked with underlining as required by 37 CFR 1. 121(b)(l)(ii). In the amendment to the 
paragraph under Table 2 at page 24, the changes to the specification were not marked with 
underlining and strike-through as required by 37 CFR 1 . 121(b)(1)(h). At claim 6, line 2, a colon 
was inserted after "comprising" but was not underlined as required by 37 CFR 1.121(c)(2). 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In all of the 
amended paragraphs of the specification presented in the amendment filed May 4, 2005, with the 
exception of amended Table 2, the quotation marks which now surround the paragraphs should 
be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 4-20 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. There is no original disclosure supporting the recitation that Rl can be 3-N- 
arylamino. There is no disclosed generic language supporting this possibility for Rl, and there 
are no disclosed species which are embraced by the claim language. There is no original 
disclosure supporting the recitation that Rl can be 2-N-arylamino and that n= is 0 or 1. There is 
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no disclosed generic language supporting this possibility for Rl and n. There is only one 
originally disclosed species encompassed by the claim limitation, limited to a phenyl group and 
limited to n = 0. Disclosure of a single species does not support new claim language to a broader 
genus encompassing the species. 

4. Claims 4-26 are objected to because of the following informalities: A SEQ ID NO needs 
to be inserted after the amino acid sequence at lines 3-4 of claim 20. See 37 CFR 1 .821(d). At 
claim 20, page 10 of the amendment, line 5, in the definition of the variable "n", "= is" is 
redundant. The definition should be re-written to use either "=" or "is", but not both. Claim 22 
does not end with a period. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claims 21-26 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the claim objections set forth 
in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, TfflS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
